TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: You are hereby notified and warned to 
meet at the Town Hall in said Town of Newport, on the Second 
Tuesday of March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a Selectman for a term of three 
years; to elect a Town Treasurer and a Town Clerk for the year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 3. To elect.a Member of the Trust Fund Com- 
mission for three years, one Water and Sewer Commissioner 
for three years, a Collector of Taxes, Road Agent, and all other 
Officers, Auditors, Agents and Committees necessary for the 
Town business. 

ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for the payment of Town Charges for 
the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 5. To see what action the Town will take rel- 
ative to fixing the salaries of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Health Officer and other Officials of the Town and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey aS may be necessary for the payment of Town Officers’ Sal- 
aries and Expenses, Maintenance of the Town Hall, and Expen- 
ses of the Municipal Court, and Election and Registration Ex- 
penses. 

ARTICLE 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey aS may be necessary for the Maintenance of the Poor; and 
for Parks and Playgrounds, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 8. To raise and appropriate such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for building and repairing Highways 
and Bridges and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,200.00 for the maintenance of Cemeter- 
ies for the year ensuing. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the construction and repairs 
of Sidewalks and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town of Newport will adopt 
for its local election the ballot system in use in State biennial 
elections in accordance with Chapter 26 of the Public Laws of 
N. H., Sections 88 and 89. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will ask State Aid for 
the purpose of making permanent improvements on the High- 
ways, raise and appropriate $3,345.75 therefor, and pass any 
vote relating thereto, provided the State’s contribution will be 
$2,508.75. 

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on notes 
of the Town in anticipation of taxes, and pass any vote relating: 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% 
discount on 1933 taxes, paid on or before June 1; 2% discount 
on or before July 1; 1% discount on or before September 1. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will instruct the Se- 
lectmen to appoint a Police Force in Newport, designate the 
hours of service, and salary for same, raise and appropriate: 
money for that purpose, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $250.00 for installing toilet, water, 
heating, metal ceiling and painting in the Town Lock-Up. 

ARTICLE 17. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for lighting the Streets of New- 
port, and ‘pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Maintenance of the Fire 
Department, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the support of the Newport 
Cadet Band, to be paid. to the Treasurer of the Band at the dis- 
cretion of the Selectmen, provided the Band give a series of 
open air concerts during the summer season. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the expense of Memorial Day, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00, twenty-five per cent of the 
amount being contributed in addition by the State Forestry De- 
partment, for control of White Pine Blister in the Town. 
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ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,300.00 for the Maintenance of the Sewer 
System for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the Maintenance of the 
Water System for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate $1,000.00 for the Public Health Nurse. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $4,500.00 for the benefit of the Carrie F. Wright 
Hospital and pay over to the Treasurer of the said hospital. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the appointment of a Finance or Budget Committee, to act as 
an advisory board on Municipal Finances. Appointment to be 
made by the Moderator and not more than eight of the appoint- 
ed fifteen to be of any one political party. 


ARTICLE 27. To see what action the Town will take rel- 
ative to selling, leasing or giving to the United States Govern- 
ment the plot of ground located between the Town Hall and 
Court House and the building occupied by the Selectmen and 
other Town Officers, for the purpose of erecting a Post Office 
Building. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen not to issue permits to circuses, merry-go-rounds, 
or other organizations of this character, for more than a one 
day performance. 

ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will improve the road 
leading from the corner of Summer and Winter Streets, past 
the driveway to the Catholic Cemetery and on up as far as the 
new home of John Kvetcovsky; to raise and appropriate neces- 
sary money for that purpose and to pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 30. To see what action the Town will take in 
reference to the Town debt and the interest thereon. 

ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate $200,000 or such part thereof as may be necessary for 
payment of bonds and obligations against the Town, and due 
the current year of 1933, and to borrow the said sum of $200,- 
000 or such part thereof as may be necessary and issue obliga- 
tions of the Town in the form of bonds to the amount of $200,- 
000 to be signed by the Selectmen and Town Treasurer under 
the terms and conditions of an act of the Legislature of 1933, 
approved January 30, 1933. 
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ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to install one or more street lights on Fairbanks 
and Roseland Roads at Home Park. 


ARTICLE 33. To see what action the Town will take with 
reference to securing a Town Manager or pass any vote rela- 
ting thereto. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will ask State Aid for 
the purpose of making permanent improvements on the so-call- 
ed Bradford Road leading over East Mountain, raise and appro- 
priate necessary money for that purpose and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


ARTICLE 35. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Health Department 
for the past year. 


There were thirteen cases of scarlet fever, seventeen cases of 
diphtheria and twenty-six reported cases of chicken pox. There 
were many cases of measles and the quarantine against both 
measles and chicken pox was not effective as we found that in 
most cases the children were treated at home without the at- 
tendance of a doctor or notice to Health authorities. In this way 
the disease spread and made it practically impossible to control. 
To conform strictly to the law every case of contagious disease 
must be reported by anyone knowing of such disease to exist. 
There were no cases of infantile paralysis in 19382. 

No one nowadays, ever thinks that he is going to get small 
pox and this is justified because in most cases if he does get it 
there is a reflection on his own intelligence. Small pox is around 
and there are reported cases in nearby cities and towns every 
year. If we continue to maintain our insistence on all children 
being vaccinated there is no danger to anyone in our town. 

The same might now be true of diphtheria if all children 
took toxin anti-toxin treatments at the clinics that have been 
held in Newport at stated times during the past four years. The 
last was held in November and a very extensive campaign was 
carried on. The children were inoculated on the consent of 
their parents. Two hundred and ninety-nine children of pre- 
school and school age completed the immunization treatment. 
The serum was furnished by the Newport Public Health Associ- 
ation. This prevents an epidemic of diphtheria and we urge all 
parents to have their children take this treatment. 

Too many look upon whooping cough as a minor disease. 
This is a false notion. Whooping cough is a dangerous disease 
especially in the early years of childhood. It is particularly 
serious when it attacks children under five years of age. First 
symptoms are often overlooked or are mistaken for simple cold. 
Persistent coughing is an early indication of whooping cough. 
All children with colds should be kept away from other children. 

We held a Child Health Conference in October. There were 
71 children of pre-school age weighed and measured and given a 
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complete physical examination. Of these 56 were found with 
defects and 15 were found to be normal.

There were reported last year twelve cases of gonococcus 
infection and five cases of syphilis. Some of the parties had to 
be treated at the expense of the town. Last year the cost for 
these venereal cases was a very large sum and this year the 
cost will be nearly as much. These cases require a great deal of 
supervision to prevent the lapse of treatment due to the care- 
lessness, indifference or expense to such patients. In cases per- 
mitted to lapse treatment must start all over again, thus causing 
more charges which cannot be permitted in town cases. Four 
cases were reported to us by health officers of other towns—that 
certain residents of our town were cause of infection. Two cases 
under supervision left town and we have been unable to trace 
them to report them to the proper authorities. 

There were sixty-one calls during the year in regard to 
nuisances. Our greatest trouble is with the rubbish thrown on 
the river bank in the congested part of the town. In two cases 
we had to appeal to the state inspector for help, and at this time 
we have not had satisfactory results and the state inspector 
informs us that he will have to apply extreme measures to ob- 
tain the desired results. 

The town dump has been inspected twice a month and the 
man in charge has kept the roadways clear and passable, the 
debris and rubbish being thrown over the banks. Complaints 
because of the rats that usually infest the dump have been less 
frequent this year as poison bait has been put out several times 
and the pests practically exterminated. 

The town water supply was examined quarterly and found 
to be at all times pure and of standard quality. 

The state health authorities now instruct the local health 
officers to stress more care and thought on both disinfection and 
cleaning up during the sickness of persons with contagious 
diseases. Where formerly the whole house was fumigated at the 
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end of the quarantine now if the proper precautions are observe: 
this is considered unnecessary and is not only an added expense 
but gives the family an unwarranted sense of security. 

A general inspection of dairies was made twice during the 
year and four different times milk taken from the several milk 
agencies was sent to Concord for testing. 

In each test a small percentage was found to have a higher 
bacteria count than allowed by law. This is due to the careless 
handling of milk in the barns and dairies or because it is not 
cooled at sufficiently low temperature as soon as drawn from the 
cow. 

There were issued 78 milk producers licenses and 24 dealers 
licenses, the latter paid two dollars per year for the license. One 
license was issued for half a year. Three licenses were suspended 
for short periods of time; until the barns and milk room were 
put in a sanitary condition. 

Two licenses were revoked on account of the unclean con- 
ditions under which the milk was produced. After several 
warnings no attempt was made to better conditions. Several 
were ordered to discard at once the galvanized pail they were 
using for milking purposes. These pails cannot be kept free 
from bacteria. 

We cannot help but notice the marked absence of swollen 
glands, septic sore throat and similar diseases since the tuber- 
cular cattle testing law has been effective. 

Your health officer has at all times endeavored to give the 
fullest cooperation to the various health agencies, whether state, 
county or local, to maintain the best possible health conditions 
and sanitary surroundings.

There have been no serious breaks in the system during 
the year. 


Main line extentions have been made on Union and Pine 
Sts., Park View, Meadow Road, and Pinacle Road. 


Twice during the past summer, during the extreme hot and 
dry periods the demands on the system by the extraordinary 
use of sillcocks being used for the watering of lawns and gar- 
dens overtaxed the supply lines and created a serious shortage 
of water in the reservoir which acts as a reserve to take care 
of peak demands, 


Fortunately a change in temperature and a rain fall elim- 
inated the necessity of sending notices out stopping the use 
of sillcocks. 


In accordance to a report of a flow test made by Weston 
and Sampson, Consulting Engineers, on Mar. 10, 1930, and pub- 
lished in the report of the Water Commissioners of Feb. 1, 
1931, it was stated that the flow capacity of the supply lines 
from Gilman Pond were only 40% of their ordinary condition. 


The system at the present appears able to take care of 
ordinary demands, but will not take care of extraordinary de- 
mands for a continued period of time unless the efficiency of 
the supply lines is increased, 


The estimated cost of cleaning the supply lines from Gil- 
man Fond to the distribution system is at about $10,000, which 
would increase the flow capacity as now shown at 40% to 95% 
of new pipe.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Selectmen of Newport: 


I herewith submit report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1933. 

The year has been the most active of any year since the 
organization of the Fire Department in Newport. There were 
118 alarms during the year, divided as follows: 21 bell, 65 
chimney fires, 9 auto fires, 15 grass fires and 3 dump fires. 

The organization is in first-class condition and has been 
at all times in readiness to promptly answer any call. I feel 
justified in saying that the Company stands second to none. It 
is well-officered and the members have that spirit and loyalty, 
which goes to make a successful organization. 

The equipment is in good condition, but the chemical ma- 
chine has been in service since 1920 and is getting pretty well 
worn and it will not be long before it should be replaced with a 
new piece of apparatus. You can readily see by the number of 
runs it makes and always under strained conditions that its life 
is not long. In the early summer, when we tested the hose, it 
was found that quite an amount was weak and not safe to rely 
upon. It, therefore, became necessary to purchase one thous- 
and feet of new hose. This was not anticipated at the time the 
budget was presented to the Town Meeting, and is the cause of 
over-running the appropriation. There should be a_provisioa 
for the purchase of five hundred feet the coming year. 

I wish to thank the officers and members of the Depart-: 
ment for the courtesy extended me and the faithful, prompt 
and willing co-operation and the excellent service they have 
rendered at al] times and under all conditions.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board, 
Newport, N. H. 


This is the report of the fiscal year to July 1, 1932, and the 
educational year to Feb. 1, 1933. 


It is customary to write about the financial matters first. 
When I came to this Union, financial affairs of the Newport 
schools were in bad condition. The payments on bonds had 
been allowed to get into such a way that the bonds for a given 
year were being paid from the appropriation of the next year. 
That is, we were behind a whole year on our payments for 
bonds and interest. A schedule of payment dates had been ar- 
ranged by Mr. Rowell, but the money was not there. In addi- 
tion, there was an unknown amount of outstanding and unpaid 
bills. These latter proved to amount to something over $5000. 

In the two years from July 1, 1930 to July 1, 1932, I have 
cleaned up all of these accounts, and on July 1, 1932 I closed 
my books with a balance of $6,910.98, and with all bills paid. 

Beginning with July 1, 1932, Mr. Rowell of the school 
board took over the business management of the schools, so I 
cannot report on conditions at present. Next year’s financial 
report will be on his stewardship. I am not in a position to 
comment on the budget which is being presented to the District 
Meeting this year, as I am not now in touch with financial af- 
fairs. 

Educationally, the last twelve months have been good ones. 
Teaching has improved, and learning increased. 

Last spring we secured the services of Mr. Joseph D. 
Vaughan as principal of the Richards Junior High. It had been 
the custom to put an inexperienced man in charge of this build- 
ing. This school is the biggest in town, housing almost 500 pu- 
pils. Moreover, the pupils are in the formative stage, where 
they need the best educational guidance available. Mr. Vaughan 
is a man of about 20 years experience. The wisdom of securin,z 
such a man has been demonstrated. 

The standard for promotion has been raised in all the 
grades. This is not just to keep children back, but to assure 
that the pupils and tax-payers get something for their money. 
1 shall discuss this matter at more length later in the report. 
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The work in standard testing, of which I have spoken in 
previous reports, has been continued. While it is probably not 
possible to compare a school with a factory, yet is imperative 
that we have some objective means of knowing something about 
the amount of “production.” There is a variation in the value 
of different teachers, and this is one way to judge. In addition, 
there is a distinct variation in the strong and weak points of 
the various pupils, and we are using the tests as an aid in the 
diagnosis and correction of weaknesses. 

In this connection, the superintendent is giving an exten- 
sion course for the teachers of the Union, discussing remedial 
work. This course is voluntary, and is being attended by a fair 
number of teachers, It should result in better teaching. 

The enrollment in the schools of Newport is increasing. [| 
would call your attention to the Appendix for detailed figures. 
It was necessary to add a teacher in the Richards Annex, and 
one in the Primary School. At the same time, the enrollment 
at the Reed School has reduced itself to eight. We spread these 
pupils through four grades in the village, and transferred the 
teacher to the Primary, so that the actual increase in the fac- 
ulty has been only one teacher. 

Although I hate to mention it, I feel that I must call your 
attention to the fact that Newport will have to build another 
school shortly. 

During the fall we purchased the old seats from the Con- 
iston Theatre, and the boys in the manual training class have 
mounted them for use in the Richards auditorium. Thus we 
secured necessary new seating at a very low cost. 

One of the functions of the school board and superinten- 
dent is so to arrange that schools will run smoothly and well. 
This, I think, we are doing quite successfully. The other func- 
tion is to be looking forward. It is with that part the next sec- 
tion of this report is concerned. 

For years we have been concerned with looking forward 
with the principal aim of expansion. We have tried to see what 
else the schools could do. I believe for the present that we 
should consider that we have gone far enough in this direction. 

Our schools are organized on the theory that they are to 
prepare children to live and serve in a democracy. Our pres- 
ent democracy is based on the theory that schools and other 
services are to be paid for out of taxes, but that taxes shouid 
not be so onerous as to prevent the exercise of initiative in in- 
dustry. I think any intelligent person will agree with me when 
I say that our present democracy absolutely cannot continue to 
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exist unless the confiscatory taxes are reduced. Maybe a new 
form of organization is coming, in which the present “capital- 
istic’ system will be abolished, and some new scheme will be 
developed which will permit of greater extension of public ser- 
vices, without destroying our ability to produce material things. 
Such a contingency is not within the field of thought of a super- 
intendent of schools. If it is to come, it will come. But in the 
meantime it is up to us to use good judgment with relation to 
our present economic system. 

To be sure, “the man in the street” has shown no disposi- 
tion nor desire to reduce taxes, as was demonstrated by the vo- 
ting at the last town meeting. That is no excuse for us; we 
should use our best thought just the same. It is our duty to 
see the catastrophe before it happens. And happen it will, if 
we do not do something to prevent it. 

The first way to reduce costs in the thoughts of most peo- 
ple is to reduce teachers’ wages. Our wages as a whole in New- 
port are as low as they can be and permit even a decent scale 
of living. They are far below the state average, and as low as 
they can be and allow us to go out into the market to hire 
teachers. The supply of married women cannot last forever. 

As a matter of fact, the cost per pupil for education in 
Newport is far below the state average, but the fact that other 
towns are not careful of their money is no excuse for us. 

I believe the main source of saving is as follows. We should 
very carefully examine every department of our teaching, to 
see if we are getting the greatest possible efficiency. We should 
also see if the material which we are teaching is all of real val- 
ue. 

If we find that a considerable amount of the material which 
we teach in the elementary school is without social value, we 
could probably consolidate the rest into seven years instead of 
eight. This would reduce the cost of our elementary schoo] bud- 
get 1242%. 

As an instance of what may be done in reorganizing curri- 
culum procedure, I would like to report what has been done in 
connection with the additional teacher in the Richards. Annex. 
The fifth grade became so large that it was impossible to get 
all the pupils in two rooms, so a third teacher became necessary. 
Instead of merely taking pupils out alphabetically or in some 
other haphazard way, we selected 25 who seemed to give prom- 
ise of being able to do superior work. The teacher was given 
intsructions to allow this group to progress as rapidly as they 
were able. As this is written in the middle of January, the 
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group has already covered all the work of the fifth grade. On 
standard tests, they show abilities equal to that of the pupils 
who have been in the sixth grade since September. This means 
that by June they will have completed more than two years 
work. I have no doubt that with adequate supervision at least 
one-third of all our pupils could do eight years work in five, or 
at the most six, if they were not held back to the speed of slow- 
er pupils. Such a procedure would in the long run mean an 
enormous saving. 

The primary purpose of the public school is to give the pu- 
pils those elements of learning which are necessary for the 
good of the general public. There is grave question in my mind 
whether a lot of the material which we, together with other 
towns,—present in our high school, fulfills this requirement. 
Even if it does, there is a question as to whether we can af- 
ford to offer so many subjects which are taken by small groups 
of 10 to 15. 

Following out this trend of thought, we have already elim- 
inated French from the junior high school, and substituted 
therefor additional work in the fundamentals of English which 
seemed to be more needed. The State Board of Education has 
refused to approve the school under this change, but we still 
feel that it is a better school for Newport. 

For example, last year we graduated nine students from 
the Latin course, and eight from the commercial course. Can 
we afford to offer courses for this small number? Also, is this 
material actually valuable for the social welfare of the whole 
community? Is it not possible to secure material which is 
equally valuable, and yet which at the same time can be given 
to everybody, thus avoiding small classes? Is it the function 
of the public school to train individuals for a specialized trade, 
or to give them a specialized preparation for college when they 
can enter from a course which everyone can take? 

It seems to me that the schools,—particularly the small 
high schools,—have been practicing the “share the work” pol- 
icy for a great many years, by spreading the work so thin in 
an effort to imitate the large city high school that it has ta- 
ken 50% to 100% more teachers than would have been required 
with a single, worth-while uniform course. And there is very 
grave question in the minds of all educators and many business 
men as to whether we have really received any value from all 
this expenditure, What I have said here refers to the local high 
school only in the same degree as it refers to all high schools. 
It is not purely a local criticism. 
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It is not proper in a report of this nature to discuss this 
matter exhaustively. I have not even said that anything should 
be eliminated. I merely want to point out the need of a keen, 
impartial study of our curriculum, to see if we are getting our 
money’s worth. America in the next generation will be only 
as good as we make the pupils of this generation. Even if we 
make them good, it will have no value if we wreck the institu- 
tions of society to pay the bill. We must so plan that we will 
transmit to posterity a healthy-minded, well prepared citizenry 
and a solvent organization of government. 

in closing, may I express to the Board my personal appre- 
ciation of your intelligent cooperation, and call to your atten- 
tion for approbation the diligent work of a loyal teaching 
force.
